BEK  [ii]  visited  Theodore  HALL  [TEODOR  KhOLL],  [iii]  19  years  old,  the  son  of  a  furrier.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  HARVARD  University.  As  a  talented  physicist  he  was  taken  on  for  government 
work.  He  was  a  GYMNAST  [FIZKUL'TURNI  K]  [iv]  and  conducted  work  in  the  Steel  Founders' 
Union,  [a]  According  to  BE's  account  HALL  has  an  exceptionally  keen  mind  and  a  broad 
outlook,  and  is  politically  developed.  At  the  present  time  H.  is  in  charge  of  a  group  at  "CAMP- 
2"  [v]  (SANTA-FE).  H.  handed  over  to  BEK  a  report  about  the  CAMP  and  named  the  key 
personnel  employed  on  ENORMOUS,  [vi]  He  decided  to  do  this  on  the  advice  of  his  colleague 
Saville  [SAVIL  SAKS]  [vii]  a  GYMNAST  living  in  TYRE,  [viii]  SAK's  mother  is  a 
FELLOWCOUNTRYMAN  [ZEMLYaK]  [ix]  and  works  for  RUSSIAN  WAR  RELIEF.
